If peace discussions 
are moving successfully at that 
time, a three-week recess may be 
taken for the Easter holidays. 


Envoys of Powers Present-at Peace 
Plan Meetings.

TOKIO, March 16.—A tentative 
agreement for peace at Shanghai 
reached Monday at a meeting be- 
tween representatives of the Chi- 
nese and the Japanese, in the pres- 
ence 6f .envoys of the United 
‘States, Great Britain, Trance and 
Italy, was approved by the Japa- 
nese Government today “in princi- | 
ple.” 

The Government instructed Ma- 
moru Shigemitsu, Japanese Minis- 
ter to China and its representative 
in the parleys,; to confer again with 
Chinese spokesmen on the details 
of the plan, which was taken to be 
an agreement concerning with- 
drawal of troops from the Shang- 
hai zone.

430,000-POUNDS OF DYNAMITE 
SET OFF AT LIME QUARRY 


Biggest Commercial Blast in His- 
tory Fired in Mich- 

igan. 

By the Associated Press. 
MAINITTIQUE, Mich., March 16. 
—The biggest commercial] blast in 
history was fired at 4:02 p. m., 
Eastern standard time, today, when 
seven miles of fuse set off 430,000 


pounds of dynamite at the quarry 
of the Inland Lime & Stone Co., 
near here. 

The report of the xeplosion was 
heard for several miles, and scien- 
tific inferest extended throughout 
the country as earthquake experts 
seized the opportunity to calibrate 
their instruments. ; 

The dynamite, placed in 6000 
holes, each 18 feet deep and six 
inches in diameter, was designed 
to dislodge some 15 carloads of 
limestone, a year’s supply for the 
Inland company, which is a sub- 
sidiary' of the Inland Steel Co.

Decision at. This.Session..Ren-. 
dered Unlikely—Stimson 
Called to Give Views.

WASHINGTON, March 16.—In a 
sharp dispute over the interpreta- 
tion of the revised protocol for 
American adherence to the World 
Court, the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee today called Sec- 
retary Stimson to give his views. 
He will be heard at next week’s 
meeting. 

Meanwhile, complications 


confront the path of the Court 
protocol. Senators Pittman of Ne- 
vada and Lewis of Illinois, both 
Democrats, offered resolutions to- 
day. 

The committee controversy is 
over whether the revised protocol 
protects the Senate’s reservations 
adopted in 1926, barring the Court 
from rendering advisory opinions 
affecting the United States without 
the consent of this Government. 

Pittman, a friend of the Court, 
proposed in his resolution that the 
President ascertain from the other 
Powers whether the revised pro- 
toco| affects that reservation before 
American adherence would become 
effective, 

Lewis. an opponent of the Court, 
proposed that all consideration of 
the Court issue be deferred until 
the conclusion ofthe present Ge- 
neva arms conference 

[ewis remarked that Swanson 
(Dem.), Virginia, a member of the 
Foreign Relations Committee, was 
participating in the Genéva parley. 

“It is necessary,”’ his resolution 
said, “to know the spirit of the 
representatives of such govern- 
ment before the United States 
should vote any form of contract 
of obligation with the. representa- 
tives of the foreign countries who 
are proposed as inter-members of 
the Court with ‘the United States.’’ 

As a resuit.of the new develop- 
ments, Senate leaders think there 
is little possibility of a Senate de- 
cision at this session ‘on the Court 
issue.

“Returns disclosed an abundance 
of red ink. One individual wrote 
his entire return, including bame 
and address, in red, explaining, “It 
is just that way.” 

Another return deducted a loss 
through sale of securities, mostly 
foreign governnient obligations, of 
$987,000. A practice permitted 
under the present law, and widely 
followed, has been ‘to sell securities 
toward the end of the year, deduct 
the loss for income-tax purposes, 
and buy back the securities after 
30 days.

The head of a family, who ap- 
parently became the father of a 
child during the middle of the 
year, claimed exemption for three 
An unmarried 
man, with an income of $1700 last 
year, said he donated to beggars 
the $200 of his income subject to 
tax. A woman, who called at the 
Federal Building to make a return, 
asked for the exemption depart- 
ment, explaining “that is all I have 
to report.” 

Five sacks of mail containing 
returns were received at the in- 
come tax office this morning... Re- 
turns bearing postmarks previous 
to last midnight are not subject to 
penalty. The penalty for delin- 
quency is 25 per cent of the 
amount ‘of the tax, plus 1 per cent 
of the tax every month the tax is 
delinquent. * 

Last year a total of 66,085 fre- 
turns was made in-this district, of 
which about half were taxable.

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Judge Lynn B. / Griffith, who 
heard the case withou: a jury at 
the request of the defense, found 
Hargraves guilty of kidnaping with 
intent to extort money. Under 
Ohio law, conviction™ on such a 
charge in case the victim is.under 
12 years old carries a maximum 
sentence of life. Defence pleas frr 
a recommendation of mercy, which 
would have reduced the penalty to 
10 to’30 years, were ignored. 

“The crime of kidnapfng is one 
of the most crucl and heartless in 
the calendar,” Judge Griffith said 
in giving his verdict. “It strikes 
a blow at the tenderest,and most 
sacred affections of human blood, 
and is usually resorted ‘to for 
revenge or extortion. - 

“By the Jewish and civil lew, 
kidnaping was “punishable with 
death, and by common law, with 
fine, imprisonment and pillory. 
“No Mitigating Circumstances.” 


“Kidnaping is an offense that is 
becoming all too prevalen: in its 
appearance throughout our land 
in the recent months. 

“Where the crime is proven .n 
all its elements, punishment should 
be meted out by the courts of ‘us- 
tice and the punishment should be 
exemplary.” 

The Court then found Hargraves 
guilty and added: “There being no 
extenuating or mitigating circum- 
stances to warrant the Court: in 
making the recommendation of 
mercy, the same is withheld.” 

Before delivering his opinion, 
Judge Griffith asked Hargraves if 
he wished to disclose the name of 
the third man thought to have been 
connected with the kidnaring. Har- 
graves said he had “nothing to 
say.” : 

Hargraves’ faiture to take the 
stand in his own defense also was 
pointed out by the Judge. 38. F. 
Mango, defense attorney, said he 
was undecided whether to appeal. 

Hargraves, who is 32 years 9ld, 
and is from Youngstown, O., was 
the first of two men to be fried 
for the kidnaping. The trial end- 
ed yesterday with Mango arguing 
in vain that the Stdte had failed 
to prove intent to extort. 

Identified by Victim. 

Prosecutor G. H. Birrell asked 
the Judge tc impose the maximum 
penalty as “an example to id- 
napers.” He said “kidnaping is 
one of the State’s worst crimes,” 
and that Hargraves. deserved no 
mercy. He contended) that the tes- 
timony of three officers who quated 
Hargraves as saying, “what 
these things usually done for?” in- 
dicated extortion was intended. 

Hargraves was identified by the 
De Jute boy as one of two men 
who abducted him March 2 near 
his home in Niles and held him 
captive several days .f'.a bootleg 
liquor storehouse near Yougs- 
town. Officers rescued the toy 
when they were directed to the 
hiding place by an .anonymous 
“tip.” ‘They found the boy in a 
secret compartment with Hargraves 
and John Demarko. 

Demarko, who says he went to 
the house only to buy liquor, will 


be put on trial next week.

FUNERAL OF EASTMAN 
TOBE HELD TOMORROW 


Hundreds File Past Bier. of 
Rochester (N. Y.) 
Benefactor.

ROCHESTER, N. Y., March 16. 


—This city accorded homage today 
to George Eastman, its greatest 
benefactor. Hundreds of friends 
and employes of the Eastman Ko- 


dak Co. filed past the bier of the 


man who gave Rochester its great- 
est industry, donated millions out- 


right to those working for him and 
dispensed other millions for 
schools, colleges and dental clinics 
for their children. 

Eastman killed himself Monday, 
saying his wark was done. 

The body lay in state today at his 
mansion here. It will remain there 
until 3:30 o’clock tomorrow after- 
noon, when it will be taken to St. 
Paul's Episcopal Church, where 
Eastman was an irregular attend- 
ant, for @ public funeral service. 

Six close friends and business 
associates were “announced today 
as pallbearers. They are: Dr. 
George H. Whipple, dean of the 
school of medicine and dentistry at 
the University of Rochester; Dr. 
Audley D. Stewart, Eastman’s per- 
sonal physician; Charles F. Hutch- 
inson, veteran Eastman executive: 
Martin B. Johnson, big game hunt- 
er, who went with Eastman on 
both his African expeditions; Dr. 
Albert D. Kaiser and Dr. Albert K. 
Chapman,

WASHINGTON, March 16.—As 
the furious fight over the proposed 


sales tax neared an end in the 
House today, the impression dceep- 
ened that the House would adopt 
the tax. This belief rested largely 
on reports that members of the 
large Tammany delegation had re- 
ceived their “voting orders” from 
New York headquarters. There 
are 21 Tammany Representatives. 

Terrific pressure has been ex- 
erted in the last few days to “line 
up” members for the sales -tax. 
Those who have been lobbying for 
it on the Democratie side include 
National Chairman Raskob and 
Bernard Baruch, the heaviest con- 
tributors to Democratic funds, Cn 
the Republican side Walter New- 
ton, “political secretary” to Presi- 
dent Hoover, has been busy con- 
stantly on the floor and in the 
cloak rooms. 

Nevertheless, it was evident that 
opposition was mounting steadily 
in the Senate, especially among the 
Democrats, Dill of Washington rre- 
dicting that fewer than 10 Demo- 
cratic Senators would vote fur the 
sales tax. Senator Couzens (Rep.), 
Michigan, said it would be 7m 908- 
sible to get a sales tax through the 
Senate unless the bill also pro- 
vided for a return:-to wartime rates 
on large incomes. 

Labor Opposes Sales Tax. 

Opposition to the proposal, 
through which party leaders hope 
to raise $600,000,000 a year by 
taxing—in the language of Repre- 
sentative Cochran of St. Louis— 
“practically everything except 
Bibles, pigs’ knuckles and admis- 
sions to the bread line’—was stif- 
fened today when the American 
Federation of Labor and heads of 
the 21 standard railway iabor un- 
ions came out against the tax. 

The Federation's opposition was 
expressed in a vigorously-worded 
statement issued by President Wil- 
liam Green, who said that a sales 
tax would work an exceptional 
hardship on people already suffer- 
ing from reduced wages and un- 
employment. The Railway Labor 
Executives’ Association sent a let- 
ter to members of the House stat- 
ing that they indorsed Green's at- 
titude, and called on Congress to 
reject the proposed tax. 

Cochran Makes Speech. 

Late this afternoon Cochran took

In addition to the 
preference vote, Murray and Roosc- 
velt were seeking the support of the 
State's 10 delegates to the Demo- 
cratic National ‘Convention, 

In the Republican preference 
primary, 642 prencincts gave for- 
iser United States Senator J. _ I. 
Francé of Maryland 11,938 Votes 
and Jacob 8S. Coxey of Ohio, 7305. 

President. Hoover was not a pref- 
erence candidate, but he had a 
slate of 11 delegates. to the Na- 
tional Convention competing 
against an uninstructed set. The 
preference votes have no especial 
significance and the party delegates 
elected to the National Convention 
need not be guided by the result. 

A constitutional proposal to 
move thé capital from Bismarck to 
Jamestown brought out a heavy 
vote. Indications were the.propo- 
sal would be defeated by’ at least 
three to one. . 

Normally Republican, North Da- 
kota usually polls around; 10,000 
Democratic votes in presidential 
primaries, but the figures so far 
from yesterday’s election indicate 
that mark will be doubled. 


LABOR JOINS FIGHT 
IN HOUSE AGAINST 
GENERAL SALES TAX

Representative La Guardia of New 
York indicated this merning that 
he might demand a Republican 
conference. The latter event un- 
doubtedly would result in a cat- 
and-dog fight, since many Repub- 
licans members are reséntful over 
the action of their leaders in com- 
mitting the party in favor of a 
sales tax. 

Unwilling to wait for the House 
to act, a number of Senators al- 
ready are’ attacking the sales tax 
proposal. It was denounced last 
night by Dill in a speech over a 
national radio network, and Mc- 
Kellar (Dem.), Tennessee, is pro- 
posing as a substitute to balance 
the budget, a horizontal reduction 
of 10 per cent in all Federal ap- 
propriations. 

Republican Progressives in the 
Senate are organizing to fight the 
sales tax proposal if it passes the 
House, and they were further en- 
couraged today by the announce- 
ment of organized labor's opposi- 
tion to it. 

Contrary to Principle. 

President Green’s statement re- 
called that the’ American Federa- 
tion always had opposed a sales 
tax, and declared the present eco- 
nomic situation adds weight to the 
arguments against it. He said such 
a tax would retard the recovery of 
busineas, in addition to inflicting 
new hardships on workers already 
suffering from wage reductions 
and part time employment. 

“How can men and women who. 
are now unable to buy the neces- 
saries of life be expected to pay a 
sales tax on the limited merchan- 
dise which they can buy?” he 
asked. “The proposed tax would 
particularly affect the price of 
clothing, shoes and a large per- 
centage of food. It is directly con- 
principle 
that taxes should be collected in 
proportion to ability to pay.” 

Recalling that the Democratic 
national convention in 1924 adopt- 
ed a platform declaring against any 
form of sales tax, he said it was 
difficult to understand why the 
party leaders in the House had 
completely reversed that position. 

“A sales tax,” he concluded, 
“would impose the burden on those 
least able to bear it. It would de- 
lay the return of prosperity. [ft 
‘ould further impair the already 
Imited purehasing power of con- 
sumers, It would mean less cloth- 
ing. food, light and warmth for 
Millions of men, women and chil- 
dren, Labor calis upon its friends 
in Congress to defeat the proposal.”

Mills, asking Mills how he recon- 
ciled his present advocacy of the 
sales tax with his New York speech 
of Dec. 14 attacking such a tax as 
“repressive, difficult to administer, 
and having no relation to capacity 
to pay.” 

“T heard your radio speech last 
Saturday advocating the so-called 
manufacturers’ tax in the pending 
revenue bill,” La Guardia wrote. 
“IT am somewhat confused in recon- 
ciling your present enthusiasm for 
the sales tax with your learned and 
scholarly address delivered before 
the Economic Club of New York on 
Dec. 14, 1931. The speech was s0 
impressive, instructive and inform- 
ative that the distinguished gentle- 
man from Oregon, the Honorable 
Willis C.“Hawley, who is now spon- 
soring the sales tax provision ‘of 
the bill, had it inserted in the Con- 
gressional Record on Dec. 15, 1931, 
the very day after you delivered 
it. 

“This was done by unanimous 
consent of the House, because we 
all felt that it was worthy of being 
made a matter of public record and 
that we could send it to our con- 
stituents at Government expense. 
This speech was made about three 
months ago. The condition of the 
Treasury is no different now than 
it was then. ~The deficit is no 
greater now than it was then. The 
administration has within the last 
few days stated that business con- 
ditions are a little better today than 
they were three months ago. I 
am firmly convinced that -you 
spoke with deliberation, and I know 
you did with conviction.” 


Asks for Latest Views. 

After quoting at length from the 
speech’ (reprinted in part in. yes+ 
terday'’s PostPispatch), la Guar-

Senator Dil] told the radio audi- 
ence he was net surprised that 
sponsors of the sales tax were call- 
ing it “a nonpartisan proposal,” be- 
cause, he said, “no party could af- 
ford to admit parentage of such a 
measure.”

Would Levy on Market Sales. 

“Its advocates, say there is no 
other way to get the money. I 
deny that. Theré are plenty of less 
objectionable ways to get it. If I 
were writing a sales tax I would 
begin by leying a tax of one per 
ceht on all spot sales on the stock 
exchange, and 10 per cent on all 
“short”? sales. I am informad this 
would produce $500,000,000. 

“The present tax bill raises the 
surtax to 40 per cent on incomes 
in excess of $100,000 a year. I 
would incréasée the rate to 50 per 
cent on incomes above $250,000, 
to 60 per cent on incomes above 
$500,000 and to 75 per cent on in- 
comes above $1,000,000. By in- 
creasing the rates on inheritance of 
more than $100,000 we can raise 
another $100,¢00,000.. Representa- 
tive Ramseyer of Iowa had demcn- 
strated that we could easfly raise 
$300,000,000 through inheritance 
taxes.” 

Dill proposed in addition a 20 
per cent increase in tobacco taxes, 
to raise $50,000,000 more, an in- 
crease of one cent an ounce in 
first-class postage, to raise $150,- 
000,000 more, and a tax on jewel- 
ry and cosmetics to raise another 
$50 000,900, 

“We who are fighting this sales 
tax,”” he said, “intend to offer 
enough of such substitutes in the 
Senate to balahce the budget, and 
thereby save the American people 
from the great wrong that would 
be perpetrated on them by the im- 
position of the undemocratic sales 
tax.” 


Grange Opposes General Sales Tax; 
Rainey Replies to Green. 

Fred Brenckmann of the National 
Grange, said imposition of the tax 
would meet “the unqualifie. disap- 
proval of the 27 million people 
upon the farms of this country.” 

A statement that if the position 
of Green prevailed in Congress 
sweeping reductions would have to 
be made in Government employes 
salaries was made today by Rep- 
resentative Rainey of Illinois. 

The Democratic lieader said he 
had supported the Américan Fed. 
eratiofi of Labor for 28 years but 
that its position on the principal

Green's statement,” Rainey said.

“IT hope he realizes the manufac-

Suggests Taxing Securities. 
_NRepresentative Cannon (Dem.), 
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Missouri, suggested a tax of $5 
for every $100 worth of stock or 
bonds issued by private businéss 
and estimated it would return $6,- 
000,000,000 a year. It would “slow 
down the issuance of securities, 
stabilize the market and protect 
the consumer and curb the bulls,” 
he said. 

The Missourian also urged re- 
peal of the provision which per- 
mits corporations to consolidate 
income tax returns estimating it 
would yield $100,000,000, and ‘re- 
peal also of the section permitting 
corporations to deduct foreign

Secretary 
Mills had proposed to raise $100,-

would have to appear in court. 

Persons arrested for failure to 
have new city licenses will have 
to appear in Police Court, however. 
In addition to the 1454 cases yes- 
terday in which motorists had 
neither proper State nor city li- 
censes, there were 159 cases in 
which they received summonses for 
having no city licenses. 

Provisional Police Judge Can- 
zoneri, in one court, has announced 
that all sent to his court will be 
required to pay the $3 court costs 
but no fines. Police Judge Foster, 
in the other division, has declined 
to make any blanket rule but an- 
nounced he would decide on the 
evidence in each case. 

Only 47 arrests for failure to 
have proper licenses were reported 
by police up to noon today, as com- 
pared to more than 1000 for the 
corresponding period yesterday.

Years ago Eastman ordered his 
scientists to establish a department 
devoted to making only rare chem- 
icals. Only a pound or two of each 


business associates protested. It 


would cost anywhere from 310 to 
$100 a pound to make some of the 
combinations. 

Eastman's reply was to order a 
flat selling price of $12 a pound, 
no more, 

Need of Rare Chemicals, 

The reason was the American 
colleges and the then infant Amer- 
ican chemical industry. The scien 
tists of these institutions were con- 
tinually needing rare chemicals; 
often a real discovery might hinge 
on the availability of one. But the 
scientists, particularly the college 
men, often could not afford to pay 
the real cost. 

There ought to be some place, 
Eastman said, where scientists 
could obtain these ingredients of 
discovery. Particularly should there 
be such a place, he added, since the 
World War had shown how Ameri- 
ca might be at the mercy of foreign 
countries for the tools of scientific 
progress. 

He is said to have-given young 
scientists sufficiently generous re- 
wards to encourage their ambi- 
tions. 

There is the anecdote of Dr. Leo 
H. Baekeland, now world famous 
as the inventor of bakelite: Be- 
fore bakelite Young Baekeland in- 
vented a fast photographic paper, 
which he tried to sell. Even Bast- 


man’s organization refused, Baeke-

Eastman sent for him. 

The story among chemists is 
that Baekeland spent his time on 
the train en route to Eastman get- 
ting up courage to ask for at least 
$25,000.

Fastman ig reported to have said 
to Baekeland after greeting him. 
“I’ve talked it over with our di- 
rectors and we have decided on 
offering you a sum whieh you can 
take or-leave. We will give you a 
check for $1,000,000.".. . 


The million probably - is gossip, 
but the real amovnt offered left 
the young inventor . momentarily 
breathless. . ; 

Overcoming Obstacles, 


An example of the type of scien- 
tists whom Eastman gathered for 
his own work is shown in the per- 
fection a few years ago of a pro- 
cess of color photography. The 
man who directed the successful 
development, when ‘asked to tell 
how he overcame obstacles, re- 
plied: : 


“There’s no mystery about it. 
When the men bring me some de- 
velopment, we gather around and 
discuss it. Presently I am likely to 
hear someone say: 

““That’s fine. Really amazing 
how intricate it is yet it works.’ 

“Then I say! ‘Boys, we have 
failed, Let’s dc it over again.’ 

“We do it again—and perhaps 
again—until I hear someone ex- 
claim: 

“*How simple!’ 

“ Then I know we have 
ceeded.” 


The Eastman scientists were pcr- 
mitted to be interested in all 
science, .even though there was 
not necessarily a profit in sight. 
One of the leading members of the 
Kastman organization is a compe- 
tent astronomer. That may be one 
reason why the public has been get- 
ting better prize fight pictures re- 
cently. The astronomers needed a 
specially sensitive film for certain 
intricate spectroscopic star photo- 
graphy. It was made and given 
its tryout on fight pictures, where 
some of the qualities of astronom- 
ical. photography are specially -val- 
uable.

Mrs. Foch is suing to revoke the 
divorce obtained by Foch in Hol- 
land on the ground that the com- 
poser and his present wife obtained 
it by “fraud and conspiracy.” She 
also is suing for custody of her 7- 
year-old daughter, Nina, and for a 
divorce. 

The divorce was granted at The 
Hague, in 1926. The plaintiff, on 
the witness stand today, said that 
~vhen she went to Vienna the fol- 
lowing year to see her daughter, 
the composer told her he was hav- 
ing a “terrible time” with his new 
wife.. Foch told her, she added, 
that he wanted to return to her. 
that the child needed her and that 
if she consented to remarry him, 
he would have his present marriage 
annulled. 

It was while they were living in 
Vienna, Mrs. Foch testified yester- 
day, that she met Mrs. Simonds, 
Christian Science practitioner, who 
healed her frostbitten hands. She 
testified that Mrs. Simonds recom- 
mended a separation “to give Sci- 
ence a chance to work things out.” 
Mrs, Foch said Mrs. Simonds rec- 
ommended that she seclude herself 
in a remodeled fortress, “a very 
gloomy, lonely place” in the Salz- 
burg Mountains. Foch was to take 
a walking -trip through Southern 
Europe in an attempt to “think 
things out.” That was in 1926. 

Some time later, Mrs. Foch re- 
lated, she discovered that he was 
being accompanied on his wander- 
ings by Mrs. Simonds. Incidental- 
ly, she said, Mrs. Simonds paid the 
expenses Of her mountain-top med- 
itations. 

Discouraged by the difficulty of 
a Vienna divorce, Mrs. Foch said, 
she allowed Mrs. Simonds to in- 
duce her to start proceedings in 
Holland.

WASHINGTON, March 16. — 4 
graphic pictitre of the effect of the 
‘proposed sales tax on atypical 
American pair was drawn in the 
House Monday afternoon by Rep- 
resentative Claude Parsons (Dem.), 
Golconda, lil. He traced the his- 
tory of this hypothetical pair from 
the cradle to the grave, showing 
where the tax would hit them. 
“Let us say,” he bégan, “that two 
children in the same community 
discover America. Their names 
are John and Susan. 
“At the time of that discovery 
they are wrapped in swaddiling 
clothes and are taxed witi « sales 


tax. A few weeks of age, when the 
father has to vearry them across 
the floor in the colicky hours of 
their growth, we find there is a 
tax upon the paregoric that is ad- 
ministered to them. They grow up 
and go to school, where they sit at 
desks that are taxed, and _ their 
pens and pencils and ink and pa- 
per are taxed. The only thing not 
taxed in that schoolroom is the 
bare textbooks. If in the library 
there are placed books for the pe- 
rusal of those children, and if in 
the hours of the evening they scek, 
by the side of their fathers and 
mothers, to find out something 
about the outside world, they are 
still taxed if they purchase one of 
those books. Their shoes and their 
stockings, their buckets and dinner 
pails—every item they use and 
wear is taxed. When they sit 
down to eat at the table at night 
every item of food that is sold in 
air-tight containers or in canned 
form is taxed. 
Marriage and Home. 


“They gd on through childhood 
and grow up and John and Susan 
decide to get. married. After the 
marriage ceremony they décideé to 
build ‘a home. and oh the lumber 
that goes into the hoyse every 
stick is taxed. The nails are taxed. 
All the carpenter tools and instru- 
ments are taxed. The paint that 
goes on the outside of this struc- 
ture is taxed. When they begin to 
furnish the house the beds and 
bedding, the dressers and bureaus, 
glasses, chairs, tables, cabinets, 
stove, dishes, everything including 
the kitchen utensils, are all taxed. 
But John and Susan work hard 
and pay the tax and get along. 
John goes out to farm. On all the 
harness he buys he myst pay a tax. 
Every piece of farm machinery is 
taxed, the binder, the mower, the 
hayrake, ‘the, harrow, the cultiva- 
tor. F 

‘So it oes on, year after year, 
according to the prophecy that has 
been made here that the sales tax 
has come to stay. Toiling, rejoic- 
ing, sorrowing, onward through 
life John goes, each morning sees 
some task begun, each evening 
sees it close: something attémpted, 
something done, he has earned a 
night’s repose, until at last-he is 
guthered to His Father. The em- 
baimer is celled, and with taxed 
instruments he forces the taxed 
embalming fluid into his veins, The 
mother and children go down to 
select some of the things to put 
John away, and upon every stitch 
of clothing, upon the casket, and 
even upon the flowers that are fur- 
nished for the funeral a tax is paid. 

“The next morning, having 
placed him in a taxed hearse, and 
he starts on his last journey to the 
little church in the wildwood and 
there, on a taxed instrument, they 
play soft music, while the proces- 
sion files into the church house: 
Thank God, on the things inside 
| the church, with the exception of 
‘the instrument, there is no tax. 


More Taxes at Grave. 


“And while the pastor’ waxes 
warm on the good deeds John has 
done and the good life he hag 
lived, they are busy in the ceme- 
tery, with taxed pick and ghovel | 
and spade, preparing the grave 
for John. He is carried there and 
laid in his last resting place. 

“A few months later a taxed 
monument is raised to his mem- 
ory, and on it is inscribed these 
lines:

“In duties he was never lax: his 
bane in life was heavy tax. 

“From swaddling clothes of

AID TO MILLS ONCE. 
ASSAILED SALES TAX

WASHINGTON, March 16.—A 
devastating criticism of the general 
sales tax by Arthur A. Ballentine, 
a New York lawyer. was pub- , 


cial Science in May, 1921. This 
was in the period when Senator 
Smoot of Utah, almost alone 
among national] legislators, was 
urging the adoption of such a tax. 
The author of the article is now 
Under-Secretary of the Treasury. 

“To place the bulk of the reve- 
nue burden upon consumption,” 
wrote Ballentine, “would be unjust 
and unsound. Such a course would 
be a reversion to the methods of 
taxation discredited by modern 
thought.” 


Analysis of the arguments for the 
tax, continued the writer, showed 
that the only arguments having 
any substantial foyndation were 
those of convenience, and ‘even 
here the advantages were exagger- 
ated. He summed up the objec- 
tions to the general sales tax un- 
der th main heads. First, he 
said, he found it to be “essentially 
unjust” because it is a tax levied 
according to neéds rather than 
according to ability to pay. Sec- 
ond, he branded it as “grossly dis- 
criminatory,” arid, third, he’ said 
it would lead to “undesirable 
changes in business practices.” 


Pointing out that the tax is by 
no means new, having been used 
in Egypt, Babylonia and Rome, 
Ballentine said there was very lit- 
tle in the experience of foreign 
countries to commend the tax the- 
oretically. 

“Under the rule which prevailed 


he continued, “and which has pre- 
vailed in many instances when a 
privileged aristocracy was in a po- 
sition to dictate the method of se- 
curing the funds of the state, the 
greater part of the revenue was 
drawn from sales taxes which ap- 
plied directly to the necessities of

Assail Admiral Moffett, Who

Letters sent to President Hoover 

and Rear Admiral Moffett. pro- 
testing against a public statement 
in which Moffett was quoted as 
blaming the effects of the prohibi- 
tion law for the Lindbergh kidnap- 
ing, were made public here today 
as women leaders of dry organiza- 
tions gathered for a regional con- 
ference to be held tomorrow and 
Friday at Hotel Statler. 
The tetter to President Hoover, 
signed by Mrs. Anna Marden De 
Yo, corresponding secretary of the 
National W. C. T. U., Says: “We 
do not feel that Admiral Moffett 
could possibly understand the aid 
and comfort he is giving to the 
criminal element by his statement. 
But if he were as well informed in 
politics as he is in -aviation, he 
would never let himself give utter- 
ance to any sentiment that could 
be used so effectively in opposition 
to good government.” 

Mrs. Jesse Nicholson, chairman 
of the National Women’s Demo- 
cratic Law Enforcement J .eague, 
signed the letter to Admiral Mof- 
fett, which charges that his state- 
ment violatesshis oath of office and 
suggests “that many an enlisted 
man has been court-martialcd for 
@ much lesser offense.” 

At the same time Mrs. Ella 
Boole, national president of the W. 
Cc. T. U., and Mrs. Nelle Burger, 
president of the Missouri W. C. T. 
U., issued a statement which, they 
said, had been approved by leaders 
of several other national organiza- 
tions of women. 

The lesson to be drawn from the 
Lindbergh kidnaping, the joint 
statement of Mrs. Boole and Mrs. 
Burger says, is a realization of 
“the terrible consequence which 
the failure to take law observance 
seriously has brought upon us.” 
To use it as an argument for the 
return of the saloon, the statement 
says, “is plumbing the depths of 
indecency.” -

Libéral, Mo., Wins in Lower 
Court but Company Will

JOPLIN, Mo., March 16. om? Cir- 
cuit Judge Grant Emerson has 
dissolved a temporary injunction 
obtained by the Ozark Utilities Co., 
restraining the City of Liberal from 
proceeding with construction ofa 
light plant under contract.with the 
Cardin Machinery & Electric Con- 
struction Co. 

The Ozark company, which 
brought the suit along with 38 res- 
idents of Liberal, gave notice of ap- 
peal to ‘the Missouri Supreme 
Court, and Judge Emerson issued 
an order permitting the injunction 
‘to remain in effect pending out- 
come.of the appeal. The utilities 
company was required to post a 
$10,000 appeal bond to guarantee 
payment of damages. 

The injunction suit was brought in 
Barton County, where a temporary 
injunction was obtained a few 
months ago, but the case was 
brought here on a change of venue. 
Judge Emerson held that a $22,000 
bond issue voted by citizens of 
Liberal in February, 1931, was not 
necessarily invalid, even though it 
exceeded the statutory limit of 5 
per cent of the assessed: valuation 
of the town. 

The plaintiffs contended that 
the bond issue was invalid bécause 
it.exceeded the constitutional limit 
that could be voted by the town, 
and further contended ‘that the 
city, by contracting for construc- 
tion of a plant, sought to spend 
the money for a purpose other 
than that for which it was voted. 
Originally the city sought to build 
a municipal distribution system, ex- 
pecting to obtain current from a 
Kansas utility, but failing in nego- 
tiations, city officials contracted 
with the Cardin company for con- 
struction ofa light plant and dis- 
tribution system. The Ozark Util- 
ities Co. now serves the town of 
Liberal with electric power.

audience and dimmed the lights to 
demonstrate its action in darkness. 

When the lights were turned on 
again and the radium collected it 
was found that three milligrams 

a lead-lined cylinder were miss- 
f .. Dr. Gable forthwith issued 
the warning that constant and close 
contact with the radium would 
bring about destruction of the

Mayor Miller and Comp- 
troller. Nolte Agree on 
Action Following Deci- 
sion in Kansas City Suit. 


‘ Mayor Miller and Comptroller 
Nolte have agreed upon a test of 
the law providing for State control 
of the St. Louis police,.in view of 
the decision of the Supreme Court 
of Missouri yesterday knocking out 
State control of the Kansas City 


police. 
Nolte is interested only in ob- 


taining municipal. supervision of 
police finances, instead of the pres- 
ent system whereby the Police 
Board requisitions whatever funds 
it desires for all police purposes. 
The Mayor, however, is anxious to 
obtain complete home rule of the 
Police Department, giving the city 
administration full domination of 
the force. 

If home rule is obtained, the 
police will become a division of 
the Department of Public Safety, 
under the Charter. The Director 
of Public Safety is an appointee of 
the Mayor. The head of the force 
would be a commissioner appoint- 
ed by the director and subject to 
removal, with or without cause, by 
the Governor. For many years the 
Police Department has been con- 
trolled by a board of four com- 
missioners appointed by the Gov- 
ernor, with the Mayor as a fifth 
and ex-officio member. 

Would Seek Full Home Rule. 

Mayor Miller said he would urge 
City Counselor Muench, in testing 
the State control law, to seek full 
home rule. 

“If city officials are not compe- 
tent to operate the Police Depart- 
ment the same as other depart- 
ments, they ought to evacuate,” the 
Mayor declared. 

Comptroller Nolte announced he 
would recommend refusal to ap- 
prove the Police Budget for the 
coming fiscal year when it is sub- 
mitted on, March 31 to the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment. 
The Board of Estimate consists of 
the Mayor, Comptroller and Presi- 
dent of the Board of Aldermen. 

The expectation is that such re- 
fusal would be followed by a man- 
damus suit instituted by the Police 
Board to compel the supply of 
funds. This case would be decided 
by the Supreme Court, which held 
in the Kansas City case that that 
ruling did not apply: in itself to St. 
Louis and St. Joseph; the other 
cities with State-controlled police. 
Penalty for Not Providing Fund. 

State law provides a $1000 fine 
and permanent disqualification 
from municipal office or employ- 
ment for any St. Louis officials 
failing to provide funds demanded 
by the Police Board or otherwise 
hindering the board. 

Appointment to the police force 
would become subject to the Effi- 
ciency Board, the same as appoint- 
ment to the Fire Department, if 
home rule should be obtained. The 
city also would gain the right to 
fix the size of the force, which now 
is regulated by State law. Efforts 
to enlarge the force sometimes 
have failed. 

Another result of home rule 
would be the abolition of the City 
Marshal’s office, as the police would 
take over his functions, under the 
Charter. The Marshal executes 
processes, notices and orders of the 
Mayor, Law Department, Health 
Commissioner and Police Judges, 
and has, certain other duties, in- 
cluding operation of the city dog 
pound. 

Kansas City Decision. 

The Supreme Court knocked out 
State control of the Kansas City 
police because of the provision for 
unlimited and uncontrolled power 
to requisition funds from the city. 
The Court held this arrangement 
amounted to unconstitutional dele- 
gation of the legislative power to 
tax. 

An essential difference between 
the St. Louis and Kansas City laws 
lies in the fact that no municipal 
purpose had priority over police 
demands in Kansas City, and the 
Police Board there could demand 
the entire city revenue, while in 
St. Louis, the Court pointed out, 
the police appropriation must fol- 
low necessary appropriations for 
interest’ on municipal debt, ex- 
penses of the city hospitals and 
Health Divisipn, street lighting and 
any amount required by law to be 
placed in the municipal -sinking 
fund. In St. Joseph the police ap- 
propriation cannot exceed one- 
sixth of the city’s annual revenue. 

Muench Favors’ Test. 

Counselor Muénch, who is in 
agreement with Miller and Nolte 
about the proposed test of the St. 
Louis law, expressed the opinion 
that this law also constitutes an 
unconstitutional delegation of' the 
taxing authority, irrespective of 
the: special provision that certain 
municipal purposes here shall go 
ahead of the police budget. 

The Kansas City case arose over 
refusal of the City Council there 
to appropriate the sum demanded 
by the Police Board for the fisca) 
year of 1931-32. The Police Board 
sought a writ of mandamus from 
the Supreme Court. 

Kansas City has ample charter: 
power to maintain its Police De- 
partment until the Legislature may 
pass a new and constitutional law 
for State control, thé Supreme 
Court held. The Court did | not 
question the right of the State to 
provide for State control of city 
police forces and to require the 
cities to pay the expenses. It stat-

Sylvania and said “underfed chil- 
dren have increased 30 per cent in 
Pennsylvania schools in one year. 
Suffering in the coal regions, east 
and west, is especially severe. We

By Red Cross Under Way 


St. Louis Office Authorizing Shipments — 
45,000 Bbls. to Go to 46. Communities : 
in 13 States of Midwest.

Distribution of free flour to the 
needy in the Midwestern Red Cross 
area consisting of 17 states, from 


the Farm Board’s wheat, is being 
authorized at Red Cross headquar- 
ters in -St. Louis and shipped 
through national emergency distri- 
bution headquarters in Chicaggq. 

Shipment of about 45,000 barreis 
of flour—representing approximate- 
ly 207,000 bushels of svheat—to 46 
communities In 18 states in this 
area, has been approved this week. 

Many applications from other sec- 
tions in the district remain tobe 
examined, while every mail is bring- 
ing in additional requests, early re- 
turns from application bianks which 
were mailed out March &. 

It is anticipated by Red Cross of- 
ficials tu.at actual shipments will 
begin within a week. Distribution 
will be expedited through a co-op- 
erative arrangement with millers, 
so that wheat may go direct from 
elevator to mill and from the mil) 
to the Red Cross chapter designated 
to receive it. ; 

1550 Chapters Handle Request. 

Relief applications all are han- 
died through the 1550 chapters in 
the Midwestern drea, comprising 
Missouri, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Il- 
linois, Michigan, Nebraska, Texas, 
Colorado, New Mexico; Wyoming, 
Montana, Oklahoma, Kansas, North 
and South Dakota, Arkansas and 
Iowa. Requests for aid from other 
agencies are referred back to their 
nearest Red Cross chapters. 

Applications received here are 
made to conform with the policies 
governing the distribution and then 
requisitions are forwarded to the 
Chicago headquarters to be filled. 
The national offices at Chicago are 
in charge of William M,..Baxter Jr., 
manager of the midwestern branch, 
who has been transferred ternpor- 
arily. 

Only present needs are consid- 
ered in approving requests for 
flour. A chapter, for instance. 
that reports 80 families are in need 
but that it is anticjpated 20 more 
will be in need next month, receives 
flour only for the families being 
cared for at present. 

Needs for 90 Days. 

The distribution policy calls for 
enough flour to cover the needs of 
the recipients for 90 days from the 
date of shipment. A barrel of flour 
is regarded as sufficient for a fam- 
iy of five for 90 days. Work of 


! 


allocating unmilled grain to be 
used as cattle feed in  drouth- 
stricken areas will be begun later. 
About 5,000,000 bushels of wheat, 
part of the 40,000,000 stored up 
by the Farm Board in a vain effort 
to keep up the price, may be dis- 
tributed for this purpose. 

Flour will be given to about 8% 
per cent of the families in the area 
covered by the 46 chapters receiv- 
ing shipments approved thus far, 
Red Cross ‘officials estimated to- 
day. Whether this average will pre- 
vail ever the rest of the 17-state 
district may not be determined un- 
til additional applications have been 
received. 

Preliminary requisition orders 
for the Midwestern area direct the 
shipment of 32,500 barrels of flour 
to Detroit, the largest order thus 
far issued. Other shipments au- 
thorized include 6237 barrels to 10 
communities in Oklahoma; 994 
barrels to eight Texas districts; 
1425 . barrels. to two communities 
in Illinois; 900 barrels to one sec- 
tion of Missouri: 480 barrels to two 
Wisconsin chapters, and smaller 
shipments to other states. 

Aid Already Approved. 

Aid has been approved already 
to 10 chapters in Oklahoma, five 
in Iowa, 12 in Texas, two in Iili- 
nois, three in Missouri, three’ in 
Wisconsin, four in Arkansas, two 
im Colerado and one each in Wyo- 
ming, Nebraska, Kansas, New Mex- 
ico and Michigan. 

Issuance of requisitions for ship- 
ments does not mean in many cases 
that the amount of flour request- 
ed is to be sent, because of the 
policy of providing only for those 
in need now. Many of the pre- 
liminary applications contain fre- 
quests for flour based on the ex- 
pectancy of future needs. 

Instructions forwarded to Red 
Cross; chapter chairmen include 
the provision, “your approval or 
disapproval must appear on all ap- 
plications. Your approval will 
mean that you are satisfied that 
the organization making the ap- 
plication is a responsible one, that 
the number of fdmilies for which 
flour is réquested is a reasonable 
estimate of those which the local 
relief agency is caring for during 
the period indicated and that the 
flour will be distributed in accord- 
ance with the letter and spirit of 
the act of Congress “which made 


it available.”

Last fall the present case was ar- 
gued, but the Court finding it need- 
ed more information, ordered the 
case restored for reargument. It 
then waited until the vacancy 
caused by Justice Holmes’ resigna- 
tion was filled, and set the case for 
reargument so Justice Cardozo 
could participate in the decision. 

When previeusly argued the 
election judges were’ not represent- 
ed by counsel, nor did they file a 
brief, feeling confident the action 
of the Etate courts in dismissing the 
suit would be sustained.

ABOLISHMENT OF REPARATION 
PLAN URGED BY REICHSBANK 


Annual Report Shows. Decline of 
60,000,000,000 Marks in Turn- 
over ‘of Depository in 1931. 

By the Assoctated Press. , 
, BERLIN, March 16.—The _ an- 
nual report of the Reichsbank for 
1931, issued today, reflects the 
seriousness of Jast year’s economic 
crisis as well as the efforts of-Ger- 
many'’s leading bank to maintain 
the stability of. the reichsmark. 
Reparationfs payments have been 
proved impracticable, the report 
said. The Reichsbank’s view was 
that there is no other way but to 
abolish the system formally, and 
with the utmost speed if the world 
were to be preserved from new 
economic and social catastrophies. 
The turnover of the bank de- 
clined about 60.000,000,000 marks, 
as compared with 1930, to 803,- 
736,000,000. The bank purchased 
256,000,000 marks in- gold from 
foreign countries. At the same 
time it lost 1,508,000,000 marks 
($377,000,000) in its efforts to 
regulate the stability of the mark. 
Its reserves in foreign countries 
dropped from 400,000,000 to 172,- 
0¢0,000 marks. Its obligations in 
foreign countries at the end of 
1931 amounted to 428,000,000 
marks, compared with only 133,- 
855,000 in the preceding year. 
Gross profits were 209,000,000, 
compared with 127,000,000 in 1930. 
Net profits, however, dropped to 
13,300,000, compared with 14,400,- 
000 in 1930. A dividend of 12 per 
cent, the same as paid at the end 
of 1930. again was proposed. 


$24,000,000 TRADE BALANCE 
FOR UNITED STATES IN MONTH 


Exports in February of $155,000,- 
000; Imports $131,000,000; 
Decline From Last Year.

WASHINGTON, March 16.—The 
United States had a favorable for- 
eign trade balance of $24,700,000 
in February. Commerce Depart- 
ment announced today that prelim- 
inary figures showed exports of

$224.346,000 and imports $174,- 
946,000. 

Gold exports last month totaled 
$128,211,000, compared with $14,-

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75 YEARS OF THE WESTLICHE POST. 

The readers and other friends ef St. Louis’ oldest 
daily, the Westliche Post, are congratulating that 
journal this week on the occasion of its seventy-fifth 
anniversary, and we hasten to add our own felici- 
tations. To commemorate the event, there has been 
published a handsome and voluminous anniversary 
edition, presenting the newspaper’s own past, the 
story of Germanic culture in St. Louis and a general 
view of the city’s life.

| DISPLAY IN JEWEL BOX 


White Easter Lily Dominates 
at Forest Park Show; Bulbs 
From Bermuda. 


Thousands of blooms in count- 
less colors and hues, grouped at 
the foot of a white cross, are being 
displayed at the Jewel Box in 
Forest Park in anticipation of 
Easter. 

From the entrance, the visitor 
looks across the rectangular grass 
centerpiece at his feet to the rock 
pool above which is the cross. The 
centerpiece has a fresh green lawn 
of slender redtop and a new bor- 
der of spring flowers. On the 
-right and left are banks of ram- 
bler roses and multiple-colored cin- 
erarias, a mosaic of such colors 
that the visitor is ready to believe 
the nurseryman’s catalogue. 

The white Easter lily, bending 
gracefully from its tall stem, is the 
predominant flower in the scheme 
of decoration. These are fine spe- 
cimens, said William C. Stuckmey- 
er, superintendent of the Jewel 
Box. The bulbs came from Bermu- 
da and some of the plants have 
from six to 12 puge white blooms, 
spotted only by the yellow pollen 
puffs on six stamen. 

Around the rock pool at the base 
of the cro.s are pale green tropica!] 
ferns with broad plume-like fronds. 
and in contrast, the darkest of 
glazed green holly-leaf ferns. Tiers 
of calla and Edster lilies ascend to- 
ward the cross. Patches of color 
are set in with sky-blue and pur- 
ple cinerarias, pink Dorothy Per- 
kins roses and lavender crepe-pa- 
per plant, so called from the tex- 
ture of its flower petals. 

The rock pool is flanked with 
two figured urns made by em- 
ployes of the hot-houses connected

He came to life be- 
fore the set closed, wirining points 
after several hard volleys, but he 
fell short of taking the set. 

Bi Gets Going. 

He got down to work in the sec- 
ond set, drawing applause for his 
hard drives that skimmed over the 
net, and his chops to the corners 
that were out of reach of the young 
German. Tilden won the last three 
games of the set, and continued his 
good work to take the third and 
deciding set. 

Nusslein, standing about five 
feet seven inches and inclined to 
be stocky, played a sound game and 
was applauded several times for 
pulling Big Bill to the net and then 
dropping the bal to the back line 
for a point, but his game was no 
match for Tilden’s. 

The match is supposed to have a 
bearing on the world professional 
tennis championship, but that an- 
gle is somewhat hazy, even in Til- 
den’s mind. Before the match 
started he wasn’t sure what the 
standing in matches was, on the 
present tour, though his impression 
was that he had won 17 matches 
to 10 for Nuyusslein. They plan to 
continue the tour through August, 
and the player who wins a major- 
ity of matches will be considered 
pro champion, according to Tilden, 

In a one-set exhibition preceding 
the Tilden-Nugslejn match, Albert 
Burke, Irish professional, won from 
Roman Najuch, a plump German, 
6—3. 

Nusslein and Najuch paired to- 


gether to defeat Tilden and Bruce 
Barnes, the young Texas star, 6—4, 
in a one-set affair, which brought 
out some sparkling tennis from 
both sides.

The one-night stand was a suc- 
cess both financially and from the 
spectators’ point of view but the 
local promoters didn't miss heart 
failure by a wide margin. There 
was very little advance sale, it was 
reported and the crowd was rather 
late in arriving. - Ticket sellers 
were standing around with hands 
in their pockets and it looked as 
if it were stil] a hard, cold winter, 
when suddenly the lines of cus- 
tomers began to form at all availa- 
ble windows.

The next day we re-filled the 
tub and again awaited develop-

One has.to have patience in 
dealing with these wild creatures,

After a few hotirs the big: fellow 
came down again, practically re- 
peating his perfo nce of the day 
before,-the only difference being 
that this time, as,he tipped. the 
tub over with his foot, he jumped 
back as the contents splashed on 
the ground, as if expecting some- 
thing to happen to him.

zoos located in Memphis, Kansas 
City, San Antonio, Minneapolis 
and other cities. Many others 
were absorbed by the Ringling 
Bros.-Barnum & Bailey Circus, 
the Al G. Barnes Wild Animal 
Show, the Sells-Floto Circus, 
the Christy Brothers Circus, the 
Hagenbeck-Wallace Circus and 
other similar organizations.
